YOUNG BARKER
NOW IS OH TRIAL

Milton Nock Is Accused of

Robbing Institution at

Newport News.
(Special to The Times-Dispatch.)
Norfolk. Va., January 28..When

the United States Court adjourned
for the day late this afternoon, evidence
was still being submitted In the case of

Milton It. Nock, charged with making
false entries in the books of the First
National Dank of Newport News in
1908. when he was an employe of that
institution. Under charge of court
Officials the jury was taken to the Lynn-
haven Hotel for supper and the night.
The case will be resumed to-morrow
morning.
Nock is accused of making away with

about $10,000 belonging to the bank.
His peculations were not discovered
until he had left Newport News,
following his sudden marriage in
Jersey City to a Miss Meyers. The
notoriety arising out of the marriaeg
caused hirn to sever his connection with
the bank and he went North to live.
Then the false entries made by Nook
lo the books of the bank were discov-
.rod and an effort made to locate him.
For a long time detectives employed
by the company were unable to locate
him. *

When some Newport News Elks
attended the annual meeting of their
order in Detroit, where Nock was

then living, one of the men recognized
Nock and reported it when he returned
home. Nock was then arrested by a
'ietfctive for the bonding company.

According to the line of defense
advanced to-day, Nock was a user
of opium when he committed the
l.tlsirh ations and did not know what
ho was doing.

Duffoy and Arrington Arc
Found Guilty of Elec¬

tion Frauds.

THEY MUST GO TO JAIL

Both Men Are Prominent in
Life of Southwest

Virginia.

Norton. Va . January 20--C. O.
Duffey and J. K. Arlington were

fined K00 each and given six montha'
Jail sentences in Judge Skeen's court
to-day for violation of the election
laws at Htonega precinct in the election
for county officials held November
year ago. According to the general
Interpretation of the law, such a.
sentence will disfranchise both men

for life.
The evidence adduced at court

showed that Duffey. who is a Repub¬
lican, and Arrington. a Democrat,
acting as Judges at the Stonega pre¬
cinct, had an understanding with each
other to mark or assist in marking
the ballots of all the voters who
applied, each of the Judges acting for
his respective party In the matter.
The law provider* that all voters regis¬
tered after the year 1964, unless physi¬
cally incapacitated, shall mark their
own ballots. .

This provision, according to the evi¬
dence, was disregarded and any voter
was assisted who desired it This was
the ground on which the cases were

prosecuted and which resulted In
verdict of guilty. Stonega precinct votes
about thirty-five negroes, or did In the
election referred to, most. If not
all of whom were registered after 1904.
und therefore not entitled to assistance
in the preparation of their ballots.

Mr. Duffey Is superintendent of the
Stonega Coke and Coal Company, one

of the largest mining operations In
Wise County, and Is popular both with
his employes and the people generally
in his home town. Mr. Arrington also
holds a position with the same com¬

pany and Is regarded as a substantial
citizen.

At the conclusion of the trial a mo¬
tion was made by attorneys for the
defendants asking the court to set aside
the verdict of the jury, the grounds for:
which will be argued at a later date. In
the meantime the men convicted are at
liberty on a bond of Si.om each.
